By the way , let this be obſerved by 
many, that in our days, without the 
way appointed by God in his Word, in 
the pride of their hearts and ſelf-con- 
ceit, thruſt themſelves into Sacred Fun- 


ions, which is not lawful but for thoſe

Walls of that City, with many ſtately 
Buildings,both publick and private,were 


quite overthrown, and thirteen thouſand 
people overwhelmed & ſlain therewith, 
theterrour whereof was {ſo great, that 
Byjazet himlelt, the great Turk,and the 
People generally forlook their Houles, 
and lay abroad in the Fields. It endured 
for a month together with very little 
intermiſſion ; after which enſued a great 
Plague, whereby the City was for the 
molt part unpeopled. 

A little before the Wars between the 


Lacedemonians andthe /lote, who were 
their 


r22 Earthquakes erplain'd 
their Slaves and Bondmen in the Coun 
try of Laconia, there hapned in the Ci 
ty of Lacedemon the moſt wonderful and 
jearful Earthquake that ever was heard 
of : for the Earth-in many places of the 
Country opened and fell in as 1nto 1 
bottomleſs pit: the Mountain 7aygetun 
ſhook ſo terribly,that parts of Rocks fell 
down tromit : andallthe City of Lace 
Aemon,with the violence of it, was thrown 
down to the ground, five hundred Hou- 
les only excepred. 

Au. Chriſt. 1169. Febr. 4. there wa 
ſuch a vehement Earthquake all over the 
Iſland of Sicily, that it was perceived in 
Calabria, and the wealthy and ſtately 
City of Catana was © utterly deſtroyed 
by it, that there was not one Houle left 
ſtanding ; and above fifteen thouſand 
Men, Women and Children periſhed in 
the ruins thercot. 

In the year of Chriſt 1631. not long 
before the troubles of Naples, there fell 
out a terrible Earthquake in and about 
the City,and the Mountain of Soma, at- 
ter many terrible bellowings , vornited 

out 
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ut burning ſtreams of fire, which tam- 
ed into the' Adriatick Sea,and caſt out 
"tage deal of Aſhes. The like hap- 
xned the year following in the month . 
f February, with fo great hurt and-lols 
0 the circumjacent places, as well in 
uſes, Men, Women, Children, and 
ttle, rhat it cannot be expreſt. 

All theſe (and there are many more) 
re dreadful inſtances of God's great 
powerful wrath by Earthquakes againſt 
the fins of Men. But do not Men till 
continue in their diſobedience and pro- 
voking fins,and doth not God continue 
to manifeſt his hatred and deteſtation of 
them ? For all this is his Anger turned 
away ? isnot his Hand ſtretched out ſtiiÞ 
lave not we heard of the ſad deſtruQtion 
of Jamaica by a moſt terrible Earth- 
quake there this year? Should not we 
DR with them , and by God's 

ng with them tremble at the re- 
membrance of our own fins, the procu- 
ring cauſe of all Calamities, eſpect
